HARRY GILMORE. 


The Fort Wayne Bobber and Thug on 
Trial for His Life in Chicago. 


The trial of Harry Gilmore for killing 
John McBride in the Wabash avenue pa- 
villion nearly six years ago, was begun 
before Judge Anthony, Tuesday, at Chi- 
cago. 
Gilmore had been drinking all 
night with one Wm Simpson. McBride 
was Simpson's coachman, and the alter- 
cation in which the killing occurred 
grew out of his efforts to take his em- 
ployer home. 
Gilmore fled and for five 
years wandered about the northwest, 
finally went back to Chicago, and was 
recognized and arrested. 


This desperate character was long a 
resident of Fort Wayne and in this city 
he met "crooks" from Chicago and else- 
where, who carried out robberies that 
he was largely instiumental in concoct- 
ing. 
He is known among rogues as a 
bank robber, a thief who only goes after 
big plunder, despising the methods of 
the common sneak. 
It is not thought 
in Fort Wayne that Gilmore can be con- 
victed. Snell, the then propr etor of the 
Wabash pavilion, dropped dead last 
summer in New York City. 
The only 
other witness of the shooting is said to 
have been spirited away. 
When Gil- 
more was here his hair was black. It is 
now white. 
The fellow was identified 
by a great soar across his cheek.

lUE ASIkíRÍCAS SESATK. 
There must be a reason for the Sen- 
ate's lack of sympathy with the people 
thev represent. 
One c>f the principal 
reasons lies in the fact that a majority 
of the Senators have transferred their 
homes to Washington and are really 
strangers in their own State. 
They 
mix so little with their own people that 
they are unacijuainted with their wish- 
es. 
Entrenched 
behind a six years 
term they appear to care little about 
what their people may desire of them. 
The corporation 
influence 
is

strong in the Senate, 
Most of the 
Senators are rich men, the owners of 
stock in great railroad enterprise, and 
their synipathieii naturally 
run with 
what tends to keep up the value of 
their property.—Exchav^e. 


"I very much believe in cremation, 
or the burning of the human body after 
death, and wish my remains to be in- 
cinerated when my earthly career shall 
have closed," said Dr. W. P. Whery as 
a small party were discuFsing the matter 
of sepulture in Thieme & Gross' phar- 
macy a few davs since. 


"There is nothing in the manner of 
disposing of the body half so revolting 
to me," he continued, "a* the burial of 
it in the damp ground where it falls into 
unseemly decay and floalWIpasses out of 
all existence by rea<*on of being assimiu- 
lated by the chemicals contained in the 
soil. 
Surely it were better to preserve 
at least the ashes of a dead father, 
brother, sister, wife, husband, child or 
friend than to consign the body to the 
mould that withers it away, leaving noth- 
ing behind of that which was to us an 
object most beloved. 
For one, I desire 
my body to be burned in a furnace, 
such as is now in use. 
Aside from anv 
personal preference there are sanitary 
reasons, which phvsicians best under- 
stand, why cremation should supplant 
burial 
A dead body of any kind gives 
off gasses which poison the atmosphere 
and breed pestilence. A crowded ceme- 
tery is to me a thing very abhorrent. 


Mr. Otto Gross, the druggist, was the 
next speaker. 
Like Dr. Whery he 
strongly favored cremation and desired, 
above all things, that his dead body 
should be burned, that the ashes might 
be preserved to remind others that he 
had once lived and waa not altogether 
and forever lost to the view of his 
friends. He thought that people had 
some higher claim to remembrance than 
the selfish one which comea from a dis- 
posal of one's property. 


Mr August A. Siemon added his 
views to those already expressed. A few 
years ago at the Lutheran cemetery on 
East Washington street he had seen the 
grave of a dear friend opened. The 
body was found turned face downward 
in the coffin. The stiffened fingers were 
clenched in the lapels of the coat. The 
garments were torn and a look of un- 
speakable sgony on the dead face told 
the horrible story that his friend had 
been buried alive, probably while in a 
trance state. Since then burial had been 
to bis mind a terror which nothing could 
remove. 


The only other person present at the 
conversation was a SENTINEII reporter 
and as his chances of burning on one 
side or the other of the transitory state 
were not doubted, hia ideas on the sub- 
ject were not asked. 
He pursued hia 
investigation in other quarters. 


Hon. Charles McCulloch, president of 
the Hamilton National bank, was out- 
spoken in his belief that cremation waa 
vastly to be ©referred to burial. 
He 
said that in his will would be found a 
clause especially stipulating that his 
body should be burned,after death 
and the ashes should be properly pre- 
served according to the methods em- 
ployed at the fnrnace of LeMoyne and 
other 
professional 
cremators. The 
burial of the remains of relatives and 
friends in the earth, there to mould 
away, if they escape body-snatcher, waa 
repulsive to him. 


Frank E. Wise, assistf^nt cashier at 
the Nickel Plate freight office; Frank 
Bassett, the popular young dairyman, 
and others who do not care to be known 
were also strongly opposed to burial, 
which some regarded aa a relic of bar- 
barism. 


A society lady who was interviewed 
on the subject said: "Do yon think for 
a moment, young man, that I should 
permit the precious remains of my dar- 
ling husband to be cast into the earth 
and shut out from the gaze of his own 
little wife forever? No, sir. 
When ho 
dies I shall personally escort his dear 
body to the best of the crematories and 
when it is reduced to ashes, the whitened 
residuum shall be preserved in a pretty 
jar, which shall have a place on the man- 
tel of my chamber until—until—I marry 
•gain." 
And the devoted creature aol^ 
bed. 


"Upon the occurrence of which bliaa- 
ful event," added the wicked reporter, 
"they will probably be used aa tooth 
powder."

A BosTOir man who travels to and 
from his home on a railroad, thought 
the effect of daily riding in the filthy 
smoking cars of the road must have a 
demoralizing eflfect.

gated, and in time established the fol- 
lowing facts: The proportion of men

THE hip pocket in the future will 
bear a weapon of a decidedly different 
character from that which burdened it 
for so many generations. 
Instead of 
the 
unsightly "pistol" or flask its 
owner will carry an innocent looking 
tin box filled with large and luscious 
looking grapes, which are themselves 
filled with the choicest liquors. 
In- 
stead of asking a friend to take a nip 
from your brandy flask it is now fast 
becoming the proper thing to offer him 
a grape, a practice which attracts less 
attention, and which can therefore be 
indulged in under circumstances which 
would preclude the indulgence of the 
old and time-honored cu.stom. 
The 
origin of this new id ^a is somewhat 
peculiar, and it is to the modesty of a 
prominent Philadelphia physician and 
chemist,, whose n^me is known the 
world over in medical circles, that the 
public owes this convenient innovation. 
The grape is really neither more nor 
less than a tiny capsule of rubber filled 
with pure wine or liquor and distended 
until it assumes the form and sem- 
blance of a large and juicy fruit. 


FROM tables prepared by the Ameri- 
can Grocer it appears that the whole- 
sale cost of staple articles of food in 
1886 were, with one or two exceptions, 
lower than in 1885, 
Higher prices 
have ruled for some of the luxuries, 
such as coffee and canned goods, but 
as the advance was made mostly during 
the last quarter of the year, it has not, 
to any appreciable extent, influenced 
the cost of living. 
Consumers never 
before commanded a greater variety of 
food, and of such high quality as in 
1886. 
Wages are good, and the buyer 
can get more for them to-day than at 
any previous time in a generation. 
Certainly there is no cause for griev- 
ance so far as the food supply is con- 
cerned. 
Sugar has declined 1 cent per 
pound; rice, l @ l i cents; tea, 2@3 
oents; butter has averaged 4 11-16@ 
2i cents per pound higher; cheese, l i 
cents higher on medium and low grades; 
eggs, l i cents per dozen lower; pork, 
$1.50 per barrel lower; lard, i cent per 
pound lower. Flour has averaged $443 
per barrel for straight winter wheat, 
being the lowest average price on rec- 
ord. 
Wheat sold at an average of 1@2 
cents per bushel above the cost for two 
preceding years. 
Canned goods range 
from JO to 20 per cent, higher for most

To the Honorable the Mayor and Common 
Council, 
We, the committee on streeta, with city at- 
torney added, respectfully report that we 
have carefully examined the petition of John 
Welch and others askiner the citr to repay 
them $ 0 pa d to the city treasurer by them as 
assessment of benefii 8 by reason of vacating 
an abey between HHnna and Francis street:« 
on the ground that the supreme court has de- 
cided such payment Illegal. The petitioners 
are mistaken. It is the opinion of your attor 
ney that the city ought not exact anything in 
closing an alley, frnm the abutter beyond his 
(hare of the co»tB of making such vacation. 
Tbe city only holds aa easement over the 
alley for the purposes of an alley, an<1 in re- 
linqu'shingsucti right or eai^ement that the 
possession reverts to the abutter. But in the 
petitioners case, and many cases prior thereto, 
the commissioners made assessments of ben 
eflts beyond the • osts, which were volunta'-llr 
paid, aggregating many hundreds of dollars, 
thereby affirming the action of tbe commis- 
(lioners in declaring them benefitted to tbe 
amount paid, instead of appealing from such 
finding. Tbere ie no authority in the council 
to order such r fun ing. We ther^ore report 
adversely to petition

Council. 
We, the committee on fire and city attorney 
added, respectfully report in the matter of

be referred to the committees on fire and 
finances, with mayor and city attorney with 
power to act.

REPORT OP CITY ATTORNEY. 


To the Honoiable the Mayor and Common 
Council. 
I respectfully report as follows: 
1. In reference to the petition of the Stand- 
ard Oil com nany, asking for a refunder of a 
license fee heretofore exacted of it. The $S0 
paid .nto the treMsnry by the company upon 
the demand of the clerk was not leurally or 
otherwi e > ue the city. The clerk believed at 
the time that the company was retailing, but 
such w. s not the fact; but in examining into 
this case 1 find that the teamster for said com- 
pany did not uav. his license as such durloj- 
the time erroneously raid by the compaay. 1: 
therefore recommend that the clerk issue a 
refui derto the Standard Oil company for $30 
and at once file attidavit against said team- 
ster for failure to take out license as required 
by law. 


2. WUh reference to the petition of the 160 
citizens of the Eighth ward, asking that Mr. 
L 'ykauf be not allowed to create a slauvrhter 
house and place for renderint? lard and ofial at 
the north end of Hanover street, I report that 
Mr. Leykauf will not, and dare n t, un- 
less legally authorized by this council, and 
the council can give no authority except that 
the same may be used for such purpose in 
manner that shall not be offensive or injuri- 
ous to the citizens residing in the neighbor- 
hood. 


3 1 found the bill of L. M. Ninde for fees in 
Woods' case, referred to me by the finance 
committee, to be correct and in accordance 
wiibthe contract. 


4. If agreeable to the council I would ask 
that they meet as a committer of the whole, 
on Tuesday next, at which time 1 will be able 
to report to them copies of . all ordinances 
now under revision. I suggest that all ordi- 
nances relating to certain subjects be referred 
to the CI mmittee having that department in 
charge, that after they shall have carefully 
examined and considered each ordinance that 
they report the same back to the committee 
of the whole, who should consider such sug- 
gestions and thea determine what sba.l and 
what shall not constitute the ordiuaces of the 
city. If the committee are attentive the work 
will be ready for proof within ten days. 


In response to the resolution of Councilman 
Webber, instructing me to report to this coun- 
cil in writingan opinion with reference to the 
respective rights, duties and powers ot the 
committee on water woiks, I r. port the fol- 
lowing: It is only necessary to speak of the 
law as effects the managemf nt of waterworks 
already built. D.v section 3266 of the revised 
statutes, it is the duty of the council to deter- 
mine what repairs or exiensions shall be 
made thereto, and shall alone have authority 
to .ocate and lay such lines of pipes as maybe 
added. The ministerial duty of preparing the 
contract, advertising for bids and reporting 
contract with toe lowest and best bidder to 
the council, is left with the trustees of water 
works, b t said contract is x oid and ineffec- 
tual for any purpose until ratified by the com- 
mon council, and while the trustees require 
the neces-ary bond on the contract from the 
said builder, it must be first approved by the 
counc.l. Sections 3377, 3281 and 
revli^ed 
statutes 1881, ai.d while by section 3271, of said 
statu.es, the trustee^ are authorized to "ap- 
poii't all neceisaiy officers and dgents and de 
termioe the term of office and amount or sal- 
aries of the officers and agents so appointed." 
I believe 'he said 60wtl«>n is to be construed in 
connection with section 3^77, and that the acts 
of the trustees in ¡inpointing ofiicers and 
a^fents. aoJ fixing their term of office and 
salaries. 13 to be first ratified by the council to 
become effectual and vai d. The law by sec- 
tion 35J78 ht.sleitw.thth« council the power 
and dut> of overseeing, and when nccessar, 
investigating the wh- le mMnagement of sucl 
works, and th • power of removing any officer 
employe or agent found guilty of neglect 
malfeasance of oflice. 'I he trustees must, 
under dection3375. of said strttutes, report to 
the councila-1 receipts and disbursements of 
money belonging to the wat r «orks, and also 
make an annual report of the condition 01 the 
tame. These reports are to bo received, ex- 
amined, and approved or disapproved, by the 
couucil like reports of all other city otficers, 
and if said reports should be unsatisfactory 
tothecouncil.it ma.v appoint a committee, 
which shall have power to examine all books, 
papers and matters pertaining to the manage 
ment of such work, and the council has the 
power 10 remove any officer of such works in- 
cluding even the trustees, for neglect of duty 
or malfeasance. From the above sect ons, 
and by the general tenor of the law of mu- 
niiipal government, it is my opinion that the 
resp usibi.ity for the faithful, honest and iU 
te ligent management of the water works, is 
vested ant^left in ana with the common coun 
cil. 
That the duties of the trustees are 
wholly ministerial and to be performtd as thd 
servants of the council and subjects to its ap- 
proval and tat.fication. As to the duties of 
the council's committee I may say it id simply 
an arm of the counc 1 to which is refeired 
ttiis department of the city government so 
that it may from time to time report upon 
such nnatters as may be referred to it by «he 
council, and to offer from time to time to the 
council such suggest! ns as will tend to the 
better working of said dep irtment and be to 
the better interest of the general public, 
whose servants we all are. 


2. With respect to the ^olutlon of Council- 
man Webber, asking i R to define the re- 
spective duties and oowtrsof the committeee 
ot education and the school trustees. I re- 
spectfully report that each city is a distinct 
municipal corporation for school purposes. 
The School trustees do not stand in the 
same relation to tba city with reference to 
school matters, as the trustees of the water 
works do with reference to that branch of the 
city governnent. 
1 here are on^y three acts 
or duties resting upon them that bri g them 
before the common council. First—They are 
elected by the council. Second—When they 
ask of tne council tbe levying of a local 
tuition tax. Third—When tbey make their 
annual report to the common council; and I 
may add that when I hey desire to erect new 
school houses or complete unfurnished ones, 
they may petition the council for the issuing 
of bonds 10 provide means theiefor, and that 
no contract for any suth building shall be 
effectual or valid until ratified by the com- 
mon council, in no other manner are the 
tr /stees broght into contact with the council. 
The report annually made is not that cletai ed 
report that tue law requires them to make to 
the board of county commissioners, and it is 
with the commissioners and not with the com- 
mon council that they are required to fi e 
their vouchers. The law. wuerein It has not 
directed, has left with the trustees the power 
of determining how many teachers shall be 
employed, who ihey shall be, how much they 
stiall receive, when they sha.l be paid, and 
as to how the special fund fund shall be ex- 
pended, and as to the repair of school houses 
out of the money in their hands. While the 
coinuon counci. has but little to do with the 
move of managing our public schools, i be- 
lieve it to be the uuty of the council to see 
that they are properly managed, because if 
evils exist the council have the power, by 
changing the board, of changing the manage- 
ment, and 1 believe that for neglect or mal< 


feiMnoe, the common oounoil hare the power 
to Impeach an'i remove a school trustee, the 
wme as any other city offl' er. If the council 
will permit me. In conclusion, to Bay that by 
reason of examinations heretofore made by 
order of the common council, I am In posses- 
sion of data and statistics which will show 
that our public schools are the best managed 
of any publio schools In the state.

A Bepublican, a Democrat and a XAbov 
Candidate for Senator. 


No contest for senatorial honors has been 
more hotly contested this year than that in 
Indiana. 
Pictures and sketchesof three can- 
didates—Senator 
Harrison 
(Republican), 
Judge Turpie (Democrat) and Jason M. Allen 
(lAbor-Greenback)—are here given. 


Benjamin Harrison, mentioned by the Re- 
publicans for the senate, was born in Mil- 
ton county, Ohio, Aug. 20, 1833. Ho was 
graduated at the 
Oxford univei'sity 
and 
pui-sued the 
study of law for 
two years in Cin- 
cinnatL 
In 1854 
he began to prac- 
tice law in Indian- 
apolis, and has re- 
sided in that city 
ever 
since, 
save 
when his 
official 
duties requii-ed his 
presence in Wash- 
ington. 
In 18(30 he 
was 
chosen 
r*>- 
poi-ter of the Indi- 
ana supreme court, 


BENJAMIN HARBISON. 
Q n 
t h e 
b r e a k - 
ing out of the war, however, he enlisted in 
the Union forces and shortly after received a 
commission as second lieutenant. 
A little 
later he organized Company A, Seventieth 
Indiana volunteer infantry, and was placed 
in command of the regiment, after a short en- 
gagement. 
He served with distinction during 
the war, and was mustered out June, 1865, 
with the rank of brigadier general. 
He was 
a candidate for governor on the Republican 
side in 18C6, but was defeated. 
Hr was 
appointed on the Mississippi river commission 
in 1879. He was Unite<l States senator from 
Indiana in 1880, succeeding Joseph B. McDon- 
ald. 
He is a descendant of the Harrisons of 
revolutionary fame and of President HaiTi- 
son. 


David Turpie, named for senator by the 
Democrats of Indiana, is of Scotch descent. 
His 
early 
life was passed in 
Indiana, 
when but a lad he 
asked a friend to 
teach him the Latin 
grammar. 
In his 
study of this ancient 
language he proved 
so apt that Greek 
was next essayed 
and the friend rec-' 
ords 
that 
young 
Turpie 
litorallyj 
d e v o u r e d " 
t h e 
Greek and 
Latin 
classics in his lib- 
rary, and at about 
the same time the 
" Universal 
History" 
in twenty 
octavo 
volumes. 
Soon after he left college Mr. 
Turpie was elected to the state legislature 
and has ever since been prominent among 
the people of bis state. 


Capt. J. H. Allen, who received the votes 
of the Labor membei-s of the Indiana legis- 
lature for United States senator, and who 
thus swung the "balance of power" between 
Harrison and Turpie, the regular nominees, 
is of Irisli extraction, and was born in Missis- 
sippi. 
He was con- 
scripted 
into the 
Coni'edei'ate s e r - 
vice, but embraced 
the iii-st opportunity 
to leave the south 
and join the Union 
army, to the cause 
of which he was de- 
votedly 
attached. 
He was in some of 
the most important 
battles of the civil 
war, and received 
a 
severe 
wound, 
which left him slightly lame. 
He served at 
one time as a courier for Gen. Grant. 
After 
the war he taught school in Indiana, was for 
a time associate editor of The Terre Haute 
Express, became prominent as a Greenback- 
Labor agitator, and took an active part later 
in the li-ish movement in America organized 
to co-oijcrate with the Irish Land league. 
He is now engaged in the drug busuiess in 
Terre Haute.

Last night, about 7 o'clock, Nicklous 
Tonnelier, an uncle to the Tonnelier 
boys, who formerly ran the variety the 
ater on Columbia street, was found dead 
in a ditch along the Grand Bapids and 
Indiana railway, below the coal bin at 
Decatur. 
He was subject to fits and it 
is supposed during one of these attacks 
he fell in the ditch and was drowned. 
His age was sixty-four years.
